The Joy oi Hard Labor. 

By Tom Selby. ! 

“No man can work too hard, or 
hours too long, if his health will 
permit."—Prof. Eliot of Harvard 
L’niversity.

The personality of the subject of 
this biography is brought home vivid¬ 
ly to the reader in a tinal Chapter.

• While we hear talk of out-door] 
art, placev uf receation and breath¬ 
ing places, the park problem is not 
being solved from the utility stand-! 
point as it sliould. Tlie two es¬ 
sentials in parking are .trees and 
shrubbery. Of the several reasons 
for this we will at this time mention 
but two, both of which are distinct 
fnncliotis of the leaves. They are 
but a small item in the many fac¬ 
tors in forestry management, and 
common sense parking is really city 
forestry. 

The tree requires carbon, which 
is the chemical or sdeiitilic name 
for charcoal. Everyone notices the 
charcoal in u-ood ashes and can 
form an idr.i cd its utility in the 
growth of trees from whence it 
' came. 

This r.irbon is absorbed from the 
atnxisphcrc by the green foliage, 
while it is in the atmosphere in 
liquid form fearbonic arid gas). 
This gas is poi.sonous to animal life. 

The upward flow of sap in a tree 
is composed principally of water 
which has been formed b.v the union 
of oxygen and hydrogen gases. 
When the le.ives absorb gas the 
hydrogen g.ts of the water unites 
with it and liberatt s the pure oxy¬ 
gen, theieby the green leaves con¬ 
sume what is poisonous to us and 
return in'its place pure oxygen to 
breathe. We take it into our lungs 
pure, but when wc exhale it, or 
empty our lungs of it Ixrfore taking 
amitlier breath, tliis exlula'ion is 
largely that same carbonic acid gas, 
so what we throw oil as poison the 
tree takes up for building m.aterial, 
and what the tree discards we take 
up as pure fwd. The green leaves 
of a tree, shrub or plant correspond 
to our lungs. It is, therefore, na¬ 
tural for animal life hi live among 
vegetation, and from these facts wc 
can see why it is so devitilizing for 
many people to live close together 
where, they inhale the air that has 
not been purified by foliage; and 
if the purifying does not Uke phice 
close by, there should be an oppor¬ 
tunity for the atmosphere to travel 
witliont creating those "pneumonia 
drafts" so comnwn in between 
buildings and co rare in the woods. 
This holds good after the leaves 
have fallen also. 

The other function of green 
leaves is not quite so easily ex¬ 
plained witliin the limited spare

Our atmosphere is always ab¬ 
sorbing water from where there is 
plenty, and letting go of it wher¬ 
ever, it may be needed, provided 
nature's intelligent contrivances 
have not been interfered with. This 
is wtal the green foliage of alt 
plants do, particularly tices and 
shrubbery. We hear it argued that 
forests not only prevent a quick 
runoff of rain, but that they cause 
rain. .And we also hear it denied. 
Cutting nut all argnmeiil for lack 
of spare, we will give ymi one 
striking example. 

The isbnds of H:i -. iii h-we 'ocen 
almost denutled of tiees by lumber¬ 
men ; however, then i.- a y ield and 
export of $504JOO,( >0 a year by in¬ 
tensive culture. T! ey take water 
from the windward si.le of moun¬ 
tains to the lee sidi . where there is 
richer soil but not enough water. 
There arc now 207 l.irgc reservoirs 
constructed to hold water coUcclcd 
during heavy rain: dis. to he tuied 
when rain is lacking. The water 
I is conveyed by iii'.v acqueducts 
forty miles long. There are clso 
(XX) artesian wells and large pumps 
(in,iny of which wi-re made in 
Milwaukee). Rigi.t in the ipidst 
of tlic.se expensive riintrivances is 
one dairy where twenty large 
euraliptus trees sni ply the ranch 
willi water withoin ci<st to the 
owner. These trees are fnxn 
eighty to one hui Ired feet high, 
surrounding a larce slied with a 
corrugated iron ro. 1 The conden- 
satiun on tlie cool leaves causes the 
water to drip on tin rnof, and it i.s 
conveyed by trougl-.^ to a large tank 
and the overflowing surplus main¬ 
tains quite a pond a" well. This 
may sound fishy, tml ran be easily 
verified. -All our trees are per¬ 
forming a like funciton in Milwau¬ 
kee. Their accunipli-limeut is not 
so great in any single instance, but 
none the less iii.|Kirtaut. The 
liumidity of-our atmosphere by day 
would not be norni.nl if it were not 
for the reinforcement by the night 
condensati<ins. 

These arc b'jt a few of the nat¬ 
ural influences of vegetation over 
animal life which our modern civil¬ 
ization has vitiatol. .and for which 
wc are suffering'kll the diseases ac- 
com|>anying degeneration and with 
which our park temmissions must 
reckon. ‘

Resolutions on Trtde Unions 

Passed by last National Socialist 
Contention. 

The trade and labor Union move¬ 
ment'is a natural result ot the capi- 
tal'.st system of production and is 
necessary to resist the encroach¬ 
ments of capitalism. It is a weapon 
to protect the class interests of la¬ 
bor under the canitalistic system. 
However, this industrial struggle 
can only lessen the exploitation, ^t 
it cannot abolis'i it. The. exploita¬ 
tion of labor will cease only when 
the working class shall own ail tbe 
means of production and distribu¬ 
tion. To achieve this end the work¬ 
ing class must consciously be¬ 
come the dominant political |>ower. 
The organization of tlie workers 
will not be complete until they unite 
on the political as well as the in¬ 
dustrial field on the lines of the 
cla.<s struggle. 

The trade union struggle cannot 
attain lasting success without the 
political activity of the Socialist 
party. The workers must fortify 
and permanently secure by their po¬ 
litical power tliat they wring from 
their exploiters in the eccnoi-uc 
struggle. In accordance with the 
decisions of the International So¬ 
cialist Congresses in Hrussels, Zu¬ 
rich and Ijindon, tliis convention 
reaffinns the declaration that the 
trade and labor unions arc a ne¬ 
cessity in the struggle to aid in 
emanciiatiug the woriring class, and 
wc consider it the dutv of all w. .;e- 
workers to join with this moven*cnt. 

Neither political nor ether dif¬ 
ferences of opinion justify the divis¬ 
ion of the forces of labor in the in¬ 
dustrial movement. The interests 
of the ivorking class make it im¬ 
perative that tlie labor organizations 
equip their members for the great 
work of the abolition of wage 
slavcrv by educating them in ^ 
cialist principlc.s.

.•\n cx-jutlge 0/ the .-Xrbitratinn 
court of .New Zealand told me this 
story, says a writer in the Washing¬ 
ton Post: 

The girls in a match factory 
came before the court asking for an 
incrca.sc in wages. The proprietor 
.said lie conlil not pay wlut they 
wanted, that hb entcepf'K 'tas in 
Jt.s infancy, and to increase wages 
would ruin ft.'' Tlie court In6rd the 
evidence on l»th sides and decided 
-that srtch arguments liave Nttleior 
!>■> value fo one liaving studied 
the finaiidaf comKtion of busi¬ 
ness and the cost of living jn the 
city, and then the judge said to the 
proprietor: 

"It is impossible (nr these girls 
to live decently and healthfully on 
the wages that you are now paying. 
It is of the utnioit importance, not 
only to them Inn to the state, t’uat 
lliey .should have deeetrt, whole¬ 
some. healthful conditions of life. 
The souls and bodies of the young 
women of New Zealand are of more 
inquirtance tlian your profits, and 
if y.>u can’t pay liying wages It will 
be better for the communitj- to close 
your factory. It would be better 
to send the whole match iudiittry to 
the Ixiitom of the ocean and go tnck 
to flints and fircsticks than to drive 
young girls into the gutter. My 
award is that you pay .iKihat they 
ask.” 

The man protested and grumbled, 
hut he olic,vcd the order. He did 
not close his factory, and his busi¬ 
ness continued to prosjier .—Labor 
Clarion,
